dent.) Trustees and Officers of the Maryland Uni- 
versity, Mayor and members of the City Council o! 
Baltimore, and officers of the corporation, Fo- 
reign Consuls, Strangers and Citizens, and the vo- 
lunteer corps composing the several brigades at- 
tached to the Third Division, commanded by Maj. 
Gen. M‘Donald.— Minute guns were fired from the 
moment the procession started, until it reached the 
burial ground—the vessels in the harbour display- 
ed their flags at half mast, and a general suspen- 
sion of business took place. at the recommenda- 
tion of the Mayor, during the solemn ceremonies 
of the day 

Col H._ was bornin Baltimore county in 1752. 
and performed a distinguished part in the war ot 
the revolution He was a captain in the flving 
Camp of Maryland, 1776. He was appointed to a 
majority in one of the seven regiments afterwards 
raised jn that state, and at last succeeded to the 
command of one of them He was actively en- 
gaged under Gen. Greene, in the south, who pro- 
nounced a high encomium on him, and attributed 
to him the merit of turning the battle of the Cow- 
pens. He was also in the battles of Eutaw, Guil- 
ford, Whiteplains, Germantown, Monmouth, Cam- 
den, Hobbick’s Hill, &c &c. 

At the battle of the Cowpens he had at one time 
in his hands the swords of seven officers who had 
surrendered to him. He did not leave the army 
un'il the close of the war. It is believed that at 
the time of his death he had no living superior re- 
volutionary officer except Gen. La Fayette; Gen. 
Sumpter having been only a militia officer. Col. 
Howard was formerly Governor of Maryland and 
was ai the time of his death President of the Cin- 
cinnati Society of Maryland.
